Mineola, N, 
President Theodore Roosevelt Jeft an 
estate valued at $810,607, according to 
affidavits filed with the transfer tax 
appraiser today by George E. Roose- 
vet, one of the executors of his will. 
From this sum will be deducated $33,- 
898 for funeral expenses, counsel fees, 
and executors’ fees. 

The remainder of the estate, by the 
terms of the will, goes to the widow, 
"Mrs. Edith Kermit Roosevelt, who 
may dispose of it among the children 
i any way she may decide. 

A trust fund of $60,000 given to Col. 
Roosevelt by his father to be used by 
the widow during her lifetime, will go 
to the children after her death. The 
silverware is left to the children, with 
the exception of Mrs. Nicholas Long- 
worth, who received her share at the 
time of her marriage. 


Sagamore Hill Valued at $180,000. | 
The Roosevelt estate at Oyster Bay, 
known as Sagamore Hill, is appraised 
at $180,500. 

Among the bonds included in the es- 
tate are: Liberty bonds of the first 
issue valued at $29,910; Liberty bonds 
of the second issue valued at $24,040; 
Liberty bonds of the third issue valued 
at $19,188; Canadian Victory bonds 
valued at $1,004; and various corpora- 
tion bonds, mostly of railroad com- 
panies. A‘$3,000 Republic of Mexico 
bond is listed as “ worthiess.” 

Royalties to be derived from publi- 
cation of books of which the colonel 
was the author have an estimated 
value of $7,000. 

Books Worth $21,000. 

The colonel’s books were estimated to 
be worth $21,537. The furniture at 
Sagamore Hill, the colonel’s home, in- 
cluding oil and water color painting 
and other articles of value, were ap- 
praised at $38,779. Gold and silver art- 
icles deposited at the Oyster Bay bank 
were valued at $2,950. The colonel’s 
jewelry was appraised at $285. 

Dozens of articles, most of them 
presents to the colonel from admirers 
in all parts of the world, were listed. 
Two sets of elephants’ tusks—one 107 
inches long, given by an African po- 
tentate, and another pair which Roose- 
velt shot in Uganda~—were valued at 
$4,000. 

Presents from Many Climes. 

Other articles included: A set of 
Japanese armor given by Admiral 
Togo, $200; hunting knife, bearing the 
shield of the United States and pre- 
sented by James W. Gerard, $100; pair 
of elephants’ tusks used as a support 
for a gong, $500; a court sword pre- 
sented by the emeporor of Japan at 
the close of the Portsmouth peace con- 
ference, $250; a candlestick used in 
sealing the treaty of Portsmouth, $250; 
two mounted heads, $250; mahdgany 
ballot box in which the electoral votes 
of 1904 were dropped, $150; silver pen 
rack presented by Bob Fitzsimmons, 
$25; bronze statue that represents a 
cougar, presented by former Ambassa- 
dor Jusserand, and Mr. Justice Moody, 
$260; oil painting by unknown artist of 
“The Vatican Gardens,” presented by 
the late Pope Leo XIII., $150, and a 
crayon portrait of Mrs. Roosevelt, $50.

Cabinet ‘Asks That 
Meeting Be Held 
in 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.J—A new industrial conference is 
to be called. The cabinet this eve- 
ning unanimously agreed to the rec- 
ommendation of the public group, be- 
fore it dissolved last night, that a 
new body be created to carry on the 
search for a basis of industrial peace. 

Instead of being divided into three 
blocs—labor, capital, and public—the 
new assemblage is to represent the 
public. It will be composed of about 
fifteen “most prominent Americans,” 
whose names will be suggested by the 
cabinet to the president for appoint: | 
ment. 


Statement by Cabinet. 

The official announcement iss'ied by 
the cabinet meeting reads: | 

“Responsive to a recommendation 
made by the public group of the indus- 
trial conference, the cabinet consid- 
ered the question of the continuance 
of the effort undertaken by the con- 
ference and it was unanimously agreed 
that such a new conference should be 


public and not dfvided into groups. 
This body will consist of approximately 
fifteen of the most prominent Ameri- 
cans. Names now considered by the 
cabinet will be recommended to the 
president.” 

Earlier in the day, Secretary Lane,* 
who presided over the defunct indus- 
trial conclave, sent a letter to Presi- 
dent Wilson urging that a fresh ef- 
fort be made to chart the industrial 
troubles and to formulate remedial 
measures for establishing closer rela- 
tions between employers and employ€s. 

Appeal Made by Lane. 

“©, for a few days of sanity,” was 
the burden of Mr. Lane’s plea, which 
runs as follows: 

“The industrial conference never 
really got started: It died at its birth, 
because questions arose which it was 
not prepared to meet then. This should 
not end the effort to go at this business 
of adjusting labor troubles by good 
sense instead of foree. O, for a. 
few days of real sanity, when with 
composed nerves and calm judgment 
and without bitterness of feeling we 
could look at our problems and meet 
them with our traditional hopefulness 
and confidence. 

*“ Recklessness is in our biood, a great 
willingness to take risks that we have 
no right to take. We will suffer for 
this spasm of self-assertiveness on all 
sides. I want to see a new conference 
of leading minds that will think. in 
practical terms, a\real council of na- 
tional defense against the kind of civil | 
war which some scem ‘to think another 
irrepressible conflict.” 


Give Conference Fair Chance. 

It is planned to give the new con- 
ference a right start by laying down 
at the outset a general program to be 
worked out, which will keep it from 
running afoul of any specific strikes, 
pending or threatened. The steel strike 
was the rock on which the recent con- 
ference foundered—it was at the bot- 
tom of the controversy over the method 
af applying collective bargaining. 

The chief strikes, too, have so many 
opposite aspects that a new conference 
would get into a worse muddle than 
the old if it got entangled. For exam- 
ple, in the steel strike, it is the steel 
company which refuses to consider ar- 
bitration, while in the threatened coal 
strike it is the miners who balk at the/ 
idea of arbitration. 


Appeal Made to Farmers. 

Charles S. Barrett, head of the Na-} 
tional Farmers’ union, who was a 
delegate-in the industrial conference, 
tonight issued this ernsnanent to the 
farmers: 

“Menaced by entrenched privilege 
on the one hand and a perilous ‘red’ 
propaganda on the other, the nation 
is facing the most dangerous situation 
since the civil] war.

Willing to Arbitrate All 
but Three Cardinal 
Principles. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—Thomas 
T. Brewster, chairman of the coal mine 
operators’ scale committee, issued a 
statement tonight before Presiden 
Wilson’s statement was made public, 
saying:

to Washington; and I sent a telegram 
to every aepartment commander tell- 
ing him when the governor of a state 
called on him for assistance he should 
send troops at once to assist him. 

“We have an army of tried soldiers 
and true Americans. They have setn 
the effect and the consequences of dis- 
order in the world, until they have no 
affection for it, and they are going to 
see, as the administration in Washing- 
ton is determined they shall see, that 
the processes of the federal government 
shall go unobstructed in this country, 
and that if any civil disorder breaks 
out which the governor is unable to 
control the federal forces will assist 
him to the full limit. ?

» The secretarys’ reply to the federa- 
tion’s telegram came this evening a 
few hours after the convention ad- 
journed.

Pacifist Elements Oppose 
ilitary Service of 
| Young Men. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—The 
question of establishing universal mili- 
tary training is destined to precipitate 
@ great legislative struggle in this con- 
gress and to stir the country more 
deeply than has any issue since the 
declaration of war with Germany. 
Hearings on the administration army 
bill before the house and senate com- 
mittees on military affairs have pro- 
gressed far enough to indicate the 
tight for the creation of an adequate 
system of national defense based on 
universal service is far from won. The 
eleventh hour conversion of the admin- 
istration to the principle has assurea 
some Democratic support that other- 
wise would have been wanting, but it 
cammet be said yet that there is a ma. 
jority in sight in either house for even 
the moderate system proposed by Sec. 
retary of War Baker. 


Rely on Apathy. 

The pacifistic elements of both par 
thes are actively opposing the proposed 
legisiation and relying upon public 
apathy and weariness of war questions: 
te defeat the efforts to establish an ade- 
quate training system. It is evident 
> ney unless public sentiment is aroused 
te the necessity and advantage of es- 
tablishing the system of national! de- 
fense training combined with voca- 
tional and civic education of the young 
men of the country, there is great dan- 

ger of the plan being sidetracked in 
congress.

PACKERS TRY TO 
PUT BAD SERVICE 
TO RAIL RAILROADS 


| Seek to “Pass “ie ” on 
Grocers’ Charge of 
Unfairness.

The “big five” packers yesterday 
morning made an effort to put the 
blame on the railroads for alleged poor ~ 
service rendered the wholesale grocers 
in the Iowa-Nebraska territory, but 
representatives of the railroads object- 
ed and the matter was dropped.

J. P. Haynes Testifies. 


J. P. Haynes, commissioner of the. 
traffic bureau of the Sioux City Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, was on the stand, 
being cross examined by Attorney Bar- 
ry Hilbert, representing Cudahy & Co., 
about an exhibit submitted by the wit- 
ness showing a comparison of time in 
transit for over 1,000 shipments. 

“In several instances,” said the at- 
torney, “I notice that it took three 
and four days for shipments from the, 
packers as well as from the grocers to 
move less than 100 miles. As a mat- 
ter of fact, doesn’t that show that it 
is a case of poor service on the part 
of the railroads rather than special 
service? And doesn’t that poor serv- 
ice affect the packers as well as the 
grocers? ” 

Before the witness could answer, 
however, Attorney James Stillwell ob- 
jected. The chairman directed that 
line of questioning be dropped. 

Refrigerator Service. | 

Mr. Haynes was asked by Attorney 
Clifford Thorne, representing the 
wholesale grocers, if he knew of any 
independent packers who were suc- 
cessfully operating privately owned re- 
frigerator cars and the witness replied 
that there were many, notably the Ev- 
ansville Packing company of Evans- 
ville, Ind. 

W. E. Tackaberry, president of the 
Tackaberry Wholesale Grocery com- 
pany of Sioux City, testified that the 
packers were cutting into his business 
greatly because of their superior serv- 
‘ice, and C. D. Mowen, commissioner of 
the traffic bureau of the Fort Smith 
association of commerce, testified con- 
cerning the special service rendered the 
packers in Arkansas and Oklahoma. 
The hearing will be resumed Monday 
morning.

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WILSON PLACED | 
WHEAT EMBARGO, 
BARNES REVEALS 


Wants It Renewed, but 
Senators Say Public 


Would Not Profit. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) | 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Spe 
eial.J—President Wilson himself was 
responsible for the laying of the em- 
bargoes on exportation of wheat from 
this country last spring, which has re 
cently roused senators from wheat 
producing states to demand an in- 
quiry into this policy, Julius Barnes, 
chairman of the United States Grain 
corporation, told the senate commit- 
tee on agriculture today. He said 
the president had in mind keeping 
down the cost of living in ordering 
the embargoes. . 

Mr. Barnes defended the embargoes, 
but admitted they were no longer nec- 
essary and said they should now be 
lifted, either by the president or by 
action of congress. He said he had 
recommended to the president that 
they be lifted.

Chairnian Gronna of the committee 
said he believed the only persons to be 
benefited by lifting the embargo on 
wheat now would be the speculators, 
and that the consumers would prob- 
ably be benefited by retaining the em- 
bargo. The wheat would be entirely 
out of the hands of the grain produc- 
ers within thirty days, he said. 


He added that he thought the opera- | 


tion of the government wheat agency 
had been such as to care for the millers 
and speculators, but not in the inter- 
ests of the producer. He pointed out 
that several million bushels of wheat 
had been imported into this country 
from Canada, but no flour. 


The investigation of the wheat em- | 


bargoes was undertaken by the senate | 
committee in conformity with a resolu- 
tion recently offered by Senator Owen | 
of Oklahoma and adopted by the. sen- 
ate. The hearings will be resumed next 
Tuesday with Mr. Barnes on the stand.

Mr. Barnes advocated the removal 
of embargoes and getting back to the 
normal! processes of business as soon | 
as possible. He told the committee, 
however, that he did not believe the 
lifting of the wheat embargo would 
result in an increase in the American 
price of wheat, but rather in a reduc 
tion.

Under these circumstances a money 
shrewd person who does not shoot— 
who has never had an attack of “ gun- 
itis ’"—might say: “ Well, don’t buy a 
gun until the prices go down.” | 
Even from the financial standpoint 
-this is advice of doubtful wisdom; and 
how about the annual crop of new 
shooters, each one of whom must have 
a gun to be happy? 
Then there is the “ gun crank "—the 
fellow who now has more guns than he 
can ever possibly wear out, but whose 
gun-affectionate disposition makes him 
‘fall in love with every worth while 
product of the gunmakers. He simply 


knows that anything like a real reduc- 
tion is a thing of tMe distant future. 
* 

Guns are scarce. During the war 
most factories shut down entirely on 
sporting arms. High wages paid by 
munition makers ‘lured traine” help 
away, and wartime prices of raw ma- 
terials all conspired to cut down the 
supply and boost the prices of shot- 
guns. 

With these conditions staring him in 
the face the young shooter buying a 
gun has a big problem on his hands, 
and he should make his purchase care- 
fully. 

Some men buy a gun in the same 
cold blooded manner that they would 
| buy a crowbar—with an eye to utility 
only. But not your young shooter. In 
|; most instances he is suffering with a 
bad case of gun fever, and he has his 
heart set on a certain type, gauge, and 
model, with little regard to how useful 
the arm wili be when he takes it afield. 
This is another case of loving unwisely 
and too well, for the hunter with lim- 
ited bank roll and little experience i 
hunting is not in a position to experi 
ment, ride a hobby, or buy freak guns.

The first question the young gunner 
buying a shooting iron should answer 
is: “ What am I going to shoot with 
this gun?” 

The answer hinges on his hunting 
preferences and his opportunities: to | 
hunt.

Important Facts Unknown. 
' About these uncanny weapons the 
allies do know that each was attended 
by a large crew of picked men from the 
Navy. They know that Big Bertha 
virtually has a heft of a hypothetical 
thirty inch naval gun, but that the bore 
is only 9.4, instead of 30. They suspect 
that behind this 9.4 projectile the Ger- 
mans placed a powder charge which 
would throw a thirty inch projectile a 
reasonable distance.

“Had to. git it out 
with a can opener afterward. I just picked 
up Mister Goat, run to the home plate, an’ 
touched the goat’s foot to the rubber. 
Zing! The umps allows as how Maginniss 
is out!” 

‘There was a deep silence, and then Hardy 
broke into speech. 

* “Why, the rule says——” 

That settled it. The new man was a 
farmer or worse. Hardy was amazed when 
he saw the papers frem the home town. The 
war correspondents seized upon the incident 
of the goat and the tin can, and made it 
good for anywhere from two sticks to a 
whole column. Hardy was angry. He re- 
proved one of the reporters. 

“But I didn’t say all that stuff!” he per- 
sisted. “It makes me~wen, ridiculous. It 
isn’t fair!’

HESE hazy, mellow autumn days: 


make every automobile snort 

and quiver in its gaseous garage. 

eager to be out on the road, 
speeding through the wide solitudes of 
harvested fields, or honking through 
the main streets of populous villages. 
Don't let your car fret its carburetor 
into a congestion. Take it out, fill its 
tank with gas and its-arteries with 
oil. Clean its spark plugs and swing 
wide open its muffler for one joyous 
roar before settling down to the usual 
pace of the country highway—twenty 
to thirty miles an hour. 

From personal experience we can 
recommend the southerly route via 
South Bend, Lafayette, Indianapolis, 
and Columbus to Kentuoky’s blue 
grass region. This takes you the green 
and fertile length of Indiana, and gives 
vou a sample of Kentucky’s English 
scenery, that district famous for its 
handsome women, fine horses, and 
smooth whisky. 

Touring friends of George Ade’s are 
apt to molest the calm of his monastic 
life on their way to Lafayette by turn- 
ing in at his front gate and knocking 
at the door of his comfortable gabled, 
krown dwelling. If he yearns for se- 
clusion he should not have set his 
house so invitingly close to the main 
thoroughfare in that part of the world. 
It seems to shout “Come in!” to the 


passerby.

A Man’s House. 

It’s a most friendly, genial abode 
inside as well as out, a man’s house 
with lots of inviting chairs and sofas; 
plenty of light, natural and otherwise: 
big tables covered with periodicals 
and books; a hospitable buffet in the 
dining reom laden with highly polished 
silver and gleaming glass (no woman 
ever inspires the elbow grease offered 
on the altar of a man housekeeper). 

A mammoth waste basket is one of 
the striking features of George Ade’s 
own particular den, a den where, un- 
der a big and blazing drop light, he 
works at one of the roomiest writing 

‘tables ever man was blessed with. 

Lean, somewhat stopping, gray 
haired and distinguished looking in 
spite of clothes that suggested long 
acquaintance with many vicissitudes, 

plays the rdéle of host, not too en- 

thusiastically, but with a quiet friend- 
liness reassuring to the timid and not 
overencouraging to the bold. 

His estate, yclept Brook farm, is a 
large one, some 3,000 acres in all, and 
about forty acres of it is devoted to a 
nine hole golf course, which is now the 
Playground of some sixty-two of his 
neighbors and friends. A delightful 
clubhouse, built of logs and most at- 
tractively furnished, nestles on the 
wooded brink of a bluff overhanging a 
creek, or little river, within a few hun- 
dred feet of the Ade house. 

With his wide and fertile acres 
sweeping away on every side to the 
horizon, and his house simply oozing 
comfort as a man spells the word, the 
dean of American humorists presents 
a picture of peace and plenty pleasant 
to contemplate. We forgive him for 
giving us directions as to the road to 
Lafayette, which landed us quietly, 
but firmly, lost in the wilds of the 
intervening country. 

Its 
natives are most alert, cheerful and 
friendly, as they misdirect you on your 
way.

Three things in Lafayette made es 
pecial impression on the writer.

EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYE. 


While the industrial conference was engaged in 
making some important definitions the public look- 
ing on might have inguired into some of the terms 
that were accepted without definition. For example, 
the comference was divided among three parties, 
the public, labor and capital. But we Know that 
labor and capital is the public. We know well, once 
we stop to think it over, that labor in this country 
is largely made up of capitalists. And most Ameri- 
can eapitallists are pretty persistent laborers. Only

In so far as 
they’ are under the classification of labor-or em- 
ployés Mr. Gompers may be said to represent them, 
but as share holders they are employers and are 
represented by Mr. Gary. 

Theorists and propagandists who have neat little 
forniulas for the curing of all human ills will say 
this is mere casuistry, mere dust throwing. It is} 
not intended to confuse but to call attention to what 
is no theory but real facts and especially to the 
overruling fact that in America we are not sep- 
arated into air tight compartments but are closely 
interdependent. | 

Take the miner, who is just now asking to be 
rescued from the hardships of his lot and declaring 
before high heaven that justice demands for him 
a six hour day, a five day week, and 60% higher 
wages. Here surely is a representative of labor, 
an employé. Yet many of the higher paid miners 
are not only property owners and capitalists, but 
also employers, for they hire eheaper ldbor to 
assist them.: City janitors, of the janitors’ union, 
are employers as truly as they are employés, hir- 
ing subordinates and paying them from their own 
profits, exactly as the owner pays the janitor from 
his refits. The members of the news vendors unions 
are employers, though as unionists they would Be 
represented by a champion of the employé. 

It is the theorist and professional agitator who 
wants to separate us and set one against another. 
In America a very large part of the population is 
both kabor and capital, both employer and employé. 
When legislation unjustly attacks a class, there 
fore, we find unexpected results. A man who thinks 
of himself as of a different class diseovers by his 
hunt that he is also in the class unjustly attacked; 
the consumer discovers that he is a producer, or the 
producer that he is a consumer; the laborer that 
he is a capitalist, a property owner, the employé 
that he is an employer. 

One of the instances of this important truth 
which is frequently overlooked is our interest as | 
insurance holders. In that class we are i vestors, 
for our insurance would be worthless if funds to 
pay it were not invested in securities. The laborer 
cr Glerk therefore who has provided for his family 
or his old age or illmess or disability by insurance 
is a Capitalist, an investor, and an employer, and 
when he follows demagogues or biased radicals 
who are attacking unjustly capital, investment, the. 
employer, he is joining in an attack upon himself. 

If these interrelations were understood there 
would be less profit in demagogy and the preach- 
ing of class warfare. There would be more care 
that legislation and the action of public officials 
be diregted by justice. 

_ There is no safe guide to follow but that of 

justice and moderation. Without them our efforts 

at self betterment are pretty certain to react 
against ourselves,

{HERE are ten countries with a 
lower baby death rate and thirteen 
with lower death rates of women 
due to childbirth than has the 

United States. . 
More than half the babies are born in 

rural districts. The rural baby death 
rate is somewhat lo than in the 
cities, but the rural death rate of babies 
under 1 year of age is the higher of the 
two. The cities are provided with physi- 
cians, midwives, and nurses, but the 
sparsely sgttled sections of the rurai 
districts are without either. 

All of these considerations impel the 
federal children’s bureau to make studies 
of conditions of mothers and their babies 
in the sparsely settled sections of the 


country. 


The latest of these studies relates to 
two counties in Wisconsin—one in the 
‘newly settled cutover section of the 
north and the other in a relatively rich 
county not far from the Illinois line. 
As I understand ft, the bureau is cam- 
paigning to get visiting maternity nurses 
throughout the sparsely settled rural dis- 
tricts and wherever possible ; also county 
maternity hospitals. ; 

I hope the studies of the bureau will 
extend into Washington, Oregon, and 
Idaho. Most of the letters which come 
to me from people so far removed from 
physicians as to be practically without 
medical service come from that section. 

One who reads the bulletins of the chil- 
dren’s bureau cannot see any other way 
for immediate relief of unbearable situa- 
tions except for the bureau to issue a 
home doctor book telling just what to 
do and what not ‘to do, preferably in 
question and answer form, written in 
the simplest Engl perhaps translated 
into one or two other languages, and not 
only issued to those who write for it, but 
distributed by the postoffice department 
to every married woman of child bearing 
age in the very sparsely settled aistricts. 


In the north, one of the two Wisconsin 
counties studied, the people live in the 
main on eighty acre farms. The land 
is bought by young fellows who marry 
and settle on it. They first clear off 
the brush and then the stumps, and then 
bring it under cultivation. In the mean- 
while improvements on the farm are 
being slowly added. The first house is 
not much more than a shack, without any 
conveniences. As the owner gets on he 
builds a good barn, and then a house 
with some comforts, conveniences, and 
sanitary requirements. \ 
During this period most of his children 
are born and pass through their years of 
infancy. The roads are very crude, the 
telephones are few, and the few physi- 
cians in the county are all in the towns. 
Many people live ten or more miles from 
any town or any physician, and the 
usually bad roads are impassable during 
certain seasons. 

Certain townships have a population of 
fifteen per square mile. Racially the 


‘population is divided into 62 per cent 


white native born of foreign parentage, 
26 per cent native white of native par- 
entage, and 22 per cent foreign born. 
The foreign language speaking people 
herd so much to themselves that a ma- 
jority of the adults who were born in 
this count-y habitually speak a foreign 
language and have foreign customs. The 
prevailing tongues are German Ana Pol- 
ish, Of one section the report says 
Polish is still to such an extern the 
language of the family and the church 
that commonly children come to school 
lacking acquaintance with the English 
language. 
In the families studied in one district 
one-half of the confinements were at- 
tended by midwives and one-twelfth had 
no attendance of any kind. 
Of 28 confinements that were without 
professional attendance m any sort 22 
were Poles, 2 were Germans, and 1 was 
an Indian. Twenty of the women were 
cared for by neighbors, 4 by the hus- 
band, 1 by an aunt of the baby, and 3 
by grandmothers. Two women delivered 
themselves. Not one woman in the en- 
tire district had had a physician for 
each of her confinements. 7 
One woman whohad had eleven chil- 
dren never had had a physician when 
any of them were born. : 

| 
Other women with families of 8, 7, 6, 
and 3 children told the same story. The 
care ‘which this group of mothers get is 
of the crudest and the death rate in con- 
sequence is very high. Nothing saves 
many of them except their great bodily 
vigor and the comparative freedom of 
their surroundings from disease produc- 
ing germs. When people live widely scat- 
tered there cannot be many human para- 
sitic bacteria. 
The services rendered by midwives 
were found to be very crude. Twenty- 
four midwives were found to be practigs- 
ing in the district studied. Of the twen- 
ty-four only two were registered, licensed 
midwives, and only two had attended any 
sort of a training school. Half the mid- 
wives were Polish and nearly all the re- 
mainder were German. 
Probably only one of the lot would have 
been allowed to practice midwifery in 
either Germany or Poland. Probably 
the next best trained woman in the lot 
had three children born in Germany. 
When she came to this country she 
brought a book on midwifery with her 
and, although she never had any train- 
ing, the fact that she had the book came 
to be known among the women in the 
sparsely settled German community and 
so by general consent she came to be 


looked on as the neighborhood midwife.

These services the people of the coun- 
ty are able to afford. Were they put on 
an individual basis some could have 
them, but those who needed the service 
most could not have it. 
the county government they would be 
available for those who need them most. 


The investigators of the bureau recom- 
mend that these counties proyide the peo- 
ple with good permanent roads usable 
throughout the year. No home should 
be more than a mile and a half from 
such a passable road. The natural next 
step is a county public health nurse. The 
laws of Wisconsin already provide for 
county visiting nurses and four coun- 
ties have them. Every county should 
have one. No county can afford to be 
without one. 
The county nurse should Begin with in- 
fant welfare work. She might establish 
a series of periodical meetings in differ- 
ent local community centers, usually in 
the villages, but sometimes in township 
halls and country schools, At these 
meetings she might weigh babies, give 
simple demonstrations in baby care, and 
talk with mothers seeking advice, how to 
keep a baby well through the summer, 
what to do before the doctor comes in 
an emergency such as croup or convul- 
sions, how to nurse a sick baby or a 
mother and her young baby at home. All 
these are live questions. A little later 
she could begin to talk about the prég- 
nant woman, what she should and should 
not do, birth marks, emergencies of child 
birth. 


The investigators suggest that the 
county nurse persuade the merchants 
and the women of the trade centers to 
establish women's rest rooms in which 
the country women could rest and make 
themselves comfortable. In these rest 
rooms literature on care of the prospect- 
ive mother, care of the young baby, care 
of older children should be made avail- 
able. Occasional talks and demonstra- 
tions could be given in this rest room. 
In large counties there might be nurs- 
ing centers. 

The county visiting nurse might train 
groups of women in home nursing and 
register the more proficient of these for 
work in practical nursing. Presently 
she could develop a plan of curative nurs- 
ing done under her supervision and cov- 
ering the entire county. A later develop- 
ment would be a county maternity hos- 
pital to care especially for the women 
who otherwise would be confined in in- 
accessible homes without conveniences 
and sometimes without medical or nurs- 
ing service.

It was “ Poetry” that first laurel wreathed Carl 
Sandburg, who is hailed now by the new poetry fans from Clement Shorter 
of the London Sphere to H. L. Mencken in his new “ Prejudices” [Knopf] 
as “the soundest and the most intriguing of the lot.” Vachel Lindsay was 
another of Poetry’s dark horses. This year the judges had another problem 
on their hands. They did not think that it was just to honor any. of those 
who had previously won Poetry prizes, nor to shower with another prize 
Sara Teasdale, for instance, who has already received the highest poetry 
prizes that Americans can bestow, the Poetry society and the Pulitzer prizes. 

In a spirit of real encouragetf@nt they chose as the winner of the first 
prize of $200 for a poem or group of poems by a citizen of the United States, 
H. L. Davis of Oregon, a poet whose prize group, “ Primapara,” has attracted 
more attention from his fellow poets than anything since Carl Sandburg’s 
“Chicago Poems.” The prize of $100 for a poem without distinction of nation- 
ality was awarded to Marjorie Allen Seiffert of Moline, Ill, for “The Old 
Woman.” Mrs. Seiffert was the third of that triumvirate of hoaxing “ Spec- 
tra,” Arthur Davison Ficke and Witter Bynner. She dashed through Chicago 
the other day, by the way, and is what the popular novelists call an ex- 
quisitely beautiful, wholehearted, completely charming woman. The prize of 
$100 for good work by a young poet was awarded to Mark Turbyfill of Chi- 
cago, a boy with a glowing promise of a poetic future. Because they had 
already been honored before Carl Sandburg, Edgar Lee Masters, William But- 
ler Yeats, Cloyd Head, Vachel Lindsay, Sara Teasdale were out of te run-@ 
ning, but they received honorable mention. The members of the jury, Alice 
Corbin, Helen Hoyt, Eunice Tietjens, and Harriet Monroe, the editor of 


Drinkwater.

THE NONUNION MAN. 

HE wonder is not that trade unions are permeated 
with frailties but rather that they contain as many 
virtues as they do. Some unions declare officially 

nofficially that good moral character is a 

requisite for membership. What is meant by good moral 

character may be a subject for dispute, but, taken as a 


‘| whole, trade unionists are as good and moral a class of 


citizens as any other class engaged in industrial activity, 
whether as clerks, salesmen, flepartment heads, general 
managers, proprietors or capitalists. ‘ 


Trade unions are too busily engaged in caring for the 
material interests of their membership to pay much atten- 


encourage a general advancement along those lines, but 
it is not so important as to be a bar to membership. Em- 
ployers™in mechanical industries are not overparticular 
in this respect, and when the occasion demands there is 
no one so degraded or disreputable in moral character 


with the intention of defeating a strike. 

A trade unionist will argue that if a worker is a deatra- 
ble cog in the industrial machine to defeat a strike he 
should be as valuable‘to the union as a member as he was 
to the employer as a nonunion man. Moral character 
among trade unions is more clearly defined by the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the applicant has ever 
“scabbed” on the union. If he hag he is regarded with 
distrust, as a weak member who cannot command the 
respect dad complete confidence of his fellows. If one 
has beer a tried and true member, resisting inducements 
to scab on his brother by offerings of extra money, a lon 
time contract, or preferment of any kind, he is regard 
as a true union man and one worthy of confidence. He 
may be somewhat lax in “morality” from an orthodox 
standpoint, but as a true union man his moral character 
is unimpeachable. | 

O the cynical mind the starry flag—free American 

liberty—sentiments expressed by union antagonists 

are based upon the citadel of organized capital with 
its powerful influence in opposition to the weakness and 
incapacity of the individual in asserting himself. It is 
comparable to the spring freshet from the mountain’s 
storage of snow and ice sweeping down upon the dam 
intended to resist minor floods. 


The normal mind does not dispute the individual’s right 
to labor under any conditions he may choose. If he 
chooses to subordinate himself to the dictation of his 
employer, without question as to wages, hours, condi- 
tions, etc.. he has that undisputable right. He may accept 
the wage necessary to retain his situation, while his 
employer is-continually looking for some one to underbid 
him—that is “ American liberty.” He may work long 
hours to accommodate the conditions of business or the 
whims of the employer—that is “ American liberty.” .He 
may work in damp cellars or dingy attics of his own pro- 
viding, because the employer does got see fit under the 
“ American liberty” idea to prov suitable workshops. 
He may have “ American libert deas of his own, but 
the minute he communicates them to another and the 
two agree to not underbid each other for the privilege of 
working, but work together for better conditions rather 
than submit to worse, that constitutes a econspiracy—in 
the opinion of the starry flag exponents of “ American 
liberty "and is contrary to the principjgés of the country. 

Many large employers contend, and" apparently firmly 
believe, they are the sole possessors—either by divine 
right or threugh masterful control of circumstances—of 
the opportunity to labor. That, but for his ability to 
contrive and his force of character as an executive, the 
opportunity for labor to exercise its energy would not 
exist. In “ big business,” as it exists today, there may be 
a foundation for the contention. But all things must have 
a beginning, and the primary production of any of the 
big industries of today was the labor of some one man— 
possibly an experiment—who had the brain to conceive 
but did not have the ability to organize and control its 
development and growth. 

As a matter of fac}, who has a better right to set a 
price on his product through his labor than the man 
who produces? Why should the employer who purchases 
labor that he may sell ‘its product arbitrarily set the 
price on that labor and then arbitrarity set the price at 
which he will sell? By the laws of trade and the law of 
supply and demand he assumes that right, but in so doing 
he seeks to control two of the three prime factors of pro- 
duction. He, does not set the price on raw material, but 
buys in the open market. When it comes to the purchase 
of labor, however, he takes advantage of the scramble for. 
work, arbitrarily sets, the price he will pay, and then con- 
tinues to exact a price on the finished commodity. 

= * 

RGANIZED labor is c! rged with belng selfish and 
exclusive in its aims and deeds. From one angle 
this charge may have a semblance of truth, but

HE nonunion man, sonsidered individually, as he must | 


necessarily be considered, is a nonentity—a zero of 

nil—as far as securing better conditions for himself or 
others is concerned. Because of his isolated individuality be 
is unable to initiate. He simply accepts what is given him 
and trusts in providence for the future. The only time 
he gets any extras in life’s battle is when the union is on 
strike. Then he comes from somewhere—no one except 
strike breaking agencies seems to know where—takes the 
place of the union man, gets the union wages and hours, 
and receives all the benefits the union is battling for— 
with his meals, bed, and washing ysually thrown in. He 


is the cause for much solicitude on the part of the em- 


ployer. He is surrounded by cordons of police to protect 
him, is warned against associating with or communicating 
with the.strikers, and every protection is guaranteed him 


in the exercise of his freedom of action as an American 


citizen—particularly if he has been imported or secret 
smuggled into the country as a miner or steel worker, t 
say nothing of other industries. 

This lasts while the strike is on. When the strike ts 
over, successful or not, as the case may be, the union 
man is engaged again and the strikebreaker or nonunion 
man returns to his level—the cheaper shop, the lower 
wages. 

Sometimes a few of them are retained as-a compro 
mise in the settlement of the strike. In that case he 
begins to revise his views of the freedom of action of 
American citizens, gradually changing from, the employ- 
ers’ view to that of the union man. If he becomes a 
radical union man it is because he knowg he has been 
used as the cat’spaw for labor exploitation. If he becomes 
a conservative union man, which occurs less often, it is 
because he has the fabulty for rational reasoning. - The 
balance of the strikebreaking crew retire to obscurity and 
wait for the next opportunity to “get union wages and 
union hours without belonging to the organization.”

T is generally acknowledged that the foremost fighters 

of unionism are the men who do not employ union 
l labor. They would not for a moment consider the 
application for employment of one who had the audacity 
to set a price on his product or a limit on his hours: He 
must assume a subservient attitude while in their employ. 
The minute he begins to think for himself or question the 
attitude of his employer towafd labor he is branded as a 
disturber, inimical to the interests of his employer, and 
must therefore be turned out to make room for a more 
tractable worker. It is not necessary to specify any one 
in particular, but it is well known that the union fighters 
who have acquired national reputation as such are men 
who pay the smallest wages, whose factories and work- 
shops are governed by the most stringent rules, where 
the employé who enters the door in the morning loses 
his individuality until he emerges in the evening. 
‘These employers are loudest in proclaiming to the 
world the benefits of the welfare work they carry on or 
help sustain. And, speaking of the welfare work about 
which so mmich is said, I am reminded of an incident 
occurring at a meeting of the Civic Federation at the 
home of Mrs. Potter Palmer some years ago. August 
Belmont was one of the speakers, detailing at length the 


benefits of the reading rooms and welfare work carried

' eured meats is increasing among farm- 


ers. Every farmer should butcher and 
cure his own meat wherever practical. 

Young, healthy shoats, gaining rap- 
iMiy in weight and weighing around 
200 pounds, are best for butchering 
where the meat is to be cured on the 
farm. Fat gives juiciness and flavor 
to the meat, and a reasonable amount 
is necessary. The meat cuts from 
young pigs are watery and lack firm- 
ness, while the flesh from old animals 
is co grained. Everything consid- 
ered, e medium type of hog is the 
best for home butchering. 

Butchering should not be done until 
cold weather, when the meat can be 
kept as fresh meat or cured without 
the use of ice. 

The treatment of hogs before butch- 
sring is important. Keep them on full 
feed up to the time of killing and then 
all feed should be withheld about twen- 
ty-four hours before they are slaugh- 
tered, but allow them all the fresh 

water they can drink. They should 
remain quiet and undisturbed for sev- 
eral days before they are killed. Trans- 
fer them to the killing quarters a few 
hours in advance. 

Rapid and skillful work at killing 
time is essential and all equipment for 
Blaughtering should be prepared in ad- 
vance. An eight-inch sticking knife, 
a cleaver, cutting knife, gambrel, meat 
saw, scrapers, steel, meat chopper, and 
hog hook should be provided if the 
hogs are to be killed to the best ad- 


If the block and tackle are not 
available the front and hind quarters 
may be alternately scalded by inserting 
a gambre! stick in the tendons of the 
hind leg and using a hog hook in the 


lower jaw. 

The scalding must be done thorough- 
ly and carefully to insure a clean job. 
The temperature of the water should 
be about 155 degrees Fahrenheit for 
If the water is much 
above 160 degrees it will cause the 

“setting” of the bristles and scraping 
will be difficult. Pesides if the’ water 
is too hot it will cook the skin of young 
animals. Throw a few handfuls of 
ashes in the water to aid in removing 
the*scurf and it will give the skin a 
clean, white appearance. Continuous 
agitation of the carcass by turning it 
about in the water is necessary, in or- 
der to get a uniform scalding of the 
body. 

When the hair can be easily removed 
from the legs and flank the carcass 
should be removed from the barrel and 
scraped immediately. Large knives 
are best for scraping. Where the work 
is done in extreme cold weather burlap 
sacks may be laid over the body and 
hot water poured on them to facilitate 
scrapirg. 

The next step is to disembowel the 
carcass. With a gambrel stick lony 
enough to spread the hind feet wide 
apart, the carcass should be suspended 
itigh enough so the head will not touch 
the floor. See that the skin is clean 
and rinsed down with cold water be- 
fore opening the carcass. The entrails 
are removed by cutting through the 
midline of the belly, beginning at the 
top ana continue cutting down to the 
head. The contents of the abdominal 

cavity are taken out first, and then the 
“pluck,” including the heart, lungs, 
and wind pipe, are drawn from the 
chest cavity. Rinse the inside of the 
carcass with cold water, and wash off 
all of the stains about the head and 
neck,

Most of 
the fat trimmings should be rendered 
for lard, except a small amount that 
will be needed in making the sausage. 


There are several ways of preserv-/ 


ing pork for home use. It may be dry 
salt cured, pickled, or brine cured. All 
of the body heat must be out of the 
meat before any treatment is given. 
However, it should be preserved as 
soon as possible and not allowed to 
starid too long or freeze. The meat 
may or may not be smoked after either 
one of the above curing methods has 
been used. 

The dry salt method requires more 
work but is commonly used among mid- 
dig west farmers, while in other sec- 
tions of the country pickle and brine 
methods are in common use. In cur- 
ing meat with the dry salt method use 
eight pounds of common salt, three 
pounds of brown sugar, and two ounces 
of saltpeter to every hundred pounds 
of meat. The sugar may be omitted 
where the plain salt cure is desired. 
Cover the surface of the meat with the 
mixture and rub each piece of meat 
separately. Then pack the meat in a 
box or barrel and allow it to cure. The 
average sized shoulders and .hams 
should be allowed about twenty days 
to cure, while it will not take quite so 
long for bacon. Then the meat may 
be suspended from rafters in the smoke 
house and smoked. 

Usually from twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours of continuous smoking. will 
give the meat the desired color and 
adds much to its flavor. Green hick- 
ory or cobs make the best fuel for 
smoking meat. Soft woods are not to 
be recommended, and pine and other 
resinous woods should never be used.

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HERE is a star in the sky called 
Algol. It was so named by Ara- 
biae «ztronomers, who saw in 
its waxing and waning light the 


d} winking eye of a demon, The demon- 


star is typical «f a large class of stars 
whose light fluctuates. Such stars are 
called variables, and their study is one 


of the most fascinating branches of 


astronomy. 

Algol remains of one brightness for 
two days and twenty hours. In four 
hours it drops a full magnitude in lus- 


ter and then as quickly comes back 


to its former luster. 
Algol was a great puzzle until its 
light was examined spectroscopically. 


_ It was then discovered that there was 


a dark star revolving about it a diam- 
eter and a half away. Every two and 
one-half days the dark companion 
comes between the bright star and the 
earth and a partial eclipse results. The 
bright star of Algol is a million miles 


in diameter and the dark attendant is 


800,000 miles. The mass of the two is 
hardly two-thirds that of the sun. This 
shows that the system is still relatively 


-. young and uncondensed. 


Another star visible tonight is varia- 
ble, but in another fashion. Down in 
the northeast, near Capella, is a star 
known as Beta Aurigze. Every two 
days there is a slight dimming of its 
light for several hours. The two stars 
of Beta Aurig2 are both bright and one 
eclipses the other at each half revolu- 
tion. The two make a complete revo- 
lution every four days. This is very 


3 rapid for such large, bright stars and 


indicates that the two are wheeling 
almost in contact. 


The constellation of Cassiopeia is 
easily recognized. It looks like an M 
in the sky. It lies opposite the Great 
Dipper on the other side of the North 
star. The brightest star of Cassiopeia, 
known as Alpha, is variable of quite 
a different type from Algol and Beta 
Aurige. Astronomers call it a “long 
period variable.” Every few months its

light appears to fluctuate, sometimes 
increasing and sometimes growing dim. 

A study of its light reveals the fact 
that the star is covered with extensive 
spots, like the familiar spots on the 
sun. Alpha Cassiopeia is a sun much 
like our own sun, and appears to be 
subject to the same set of laws, except 
to a much greater extent. The sun 
is known to be slightly variable, giving 
out more heat when spots are rare 
than when they are numerous. 

The cause of spottedness on a star 
or sun is unknown. All large stars de- 
velop spots as they cool. When we 
view them from the proper angle the 
starlight appears to rise and fall as 


each successive spot disappears and - 


reappears with the stars’ rotation.

The usual practice in de- 
signing springs for Hotchkiss drive is 


to make the main leaf, which is the 
keystone of the arch, larger than 
would otherwise be the case and also 
naturally to make it of the best avail- 
able materials. The finest grades of 
alloy steel go into the making of 
springs today, and no part of the 
mechanism has demanded more careful 
thought on the part of our engineers 
and designers. As a rule castellated 
nuts are usually employed on the 
spring clips, the nuts being firmly 
secured by cotter pins. Two clips are 
generally considered enough to distrib- 
ute the twist or torque to the spring 
as a whole, thereby taking some of the 
burden off the central leaf.

it needs. The clips must be kept snug- 
ly in place.
